Relief for the .Settlers. 
We publish below the bill which 
Congressman Comstock succeeded in 
getting through congress for the re­ 
lief of the settlers in the indemnity 
belt: 
An act for the relief of settlers on 
Northern Pacific Railroad indem­ 
nity lands. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives 
of th* 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That those persons who, 
after the fifteenth day of August, in 
the year of our Lord eighteen hundred 
and eighteen-seven, and befor the first 
day of January, in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighto-nine, settled up­ 
on, improved, and made final proof on 
the lands in the so-called indemntiy 
belt nf the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company’s grant under the home­ 
stead and pre-emption laws of the 
United States, or their heirs, may 
transfer their said entries from said 
tracts to such other vacant surveyed 
Government land in compact form 
and legal sub-divisions, subject to en­ 
try under the homestead and pre­ 
emption laws, as they may select, and 
receive final certificates and receipts 
therefor, in lieu of the tracts proved 
uy on in said belt by the respective 
claimants: Provided, That such trans­ 
fer of entry shall be made and com- 
leted within twelve months from the 
ate of the passage of the act, and be 
so made in person by the claimant, or 
in case of death by his legal repre­ 
sentative, and without the intervention 
of agent or attorney. 
Sic. 2. That all persons possessing 
the requisite qualifications under the 
pre-emption or homestead laws, who 
in good faith settled upon and im­ 
proved land in said second iudemmty 
belt, having made filing or entry of 
the same, and for any reason, other 
than voluntary abandonment, failed 
to make proof thereon, 
may, in 
lieu thereof within one year after the 
passage of this act transfer their 
claims to any vancant surveyed Gov­ 
ernment land subject to entry under 
the homestead or pre-emption laws, 
and make proof therefor as m other 
cases provided; aud in making such 
proof credit shall be given for the 
period of their bona fide resident and 
amount of their improvements upon 
their respective claims in the said in­ 
demnity belt, the same as if made np­ 
on the tract to which the transfer is 
made: Provided, That no final entry 
shall be permitted, except upon proof 
of continuous residence upon the 
j land, the subject of such new entry 
! for a period of not less than three 
months prior thereto. Payment for 
said final selection shall be made as 
under existing laws. 
The provisions 
of this act shall be carried into effect 
under such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Interior.

In three days he had stru n g a d his 
wire, and then looked wit ii pride a t 
his w irk. 
So a r he had acted as engineer in- 
r;lbef and constructor. Hi* m an, Dan, 
and himself, were quite c o m p e te n t 
per.oral all th-* work, Ie* -aid; bu 
now a new difficulty s ta red him in the 
(ace.
